His conclusion, then, is, that to pro-

This is an error of 
reasoning, which 1 believe the logicians call, put- 
ting the cause for the effect, and the effect tor 
the cause. An argument based upon such rea- 
soning, does not need to be overthrown. It has 
not in it, a particle of physical or intellectual 
force. 
It will not stand up long enough to be 


knocked down. 


Penn next attacks my proposition, that it "oth- 


er nations keep up their standing armies, we 
must cherish and suppoi't our citizen militia." — 
This, he says, appears to him a non srquitur. If 
I understand this term, it means, that the con- 
clusion does not follow from the premises. His 
argument is, that the conclusion should be ex- 
actly the contrary. That is — if they keep up 
thc'ir standing armies, we should abolish our mi- 
htia. This point needs no argument, or even 
comment. 
He al^o assumes, that there are no 


examples in histoiy, allowing that a militia force 
can res. at Lue mvasiou of a standing aimy. — 
This, i wholly deny. The asscition is a foul li- 
bel upon our national escutcheon. On the con. 
trary, history is full of such examples. I can- 
not cite but few — dinong them 1 will mention, 
those of Bunker Hill, Lexington, Whiteplams, 
and ihe army of invasion under Burguome, which 
at Saratoga, ceased to be an army of invasion 
and become that of prisoners of'war. It will be 
recollected lhat, at lhat period, our country was 
sparsely (1 ask the Captain's pardon) settled. — 
The history of the war of 1814, also

ever read that history ? and dot's he not remem- 
ber the defence of Baltimore, of New Orleans, 
and that the militia won the battle of Platts>burg, 
under the militia General, Brown ?
